The Geeck Oracles. 


In the courgo of an elaborate essay on 
The Greek Oracles,” Mr. F. W. H. Myers 
giyes somo very interesting information as 
to the bellefs entertained by the ancients 
on what weshonld now call apirit-control.

Dr. H. W. Thomas on the Present Statan 
of Religions Thought In the World. 

Dr. Thomas is delivering a very interest- 
ing seríea of Sunday evening discourses, in 
the Centenary M. E. church. in this olty. 
On Sunday, April 18tb, he spoke of the 
present status of religious thought We 
mako somewhat coplous extracts from his 
sermon nn follows: 


On last Sabbath, after a general introduc- 
tion to these discourses, E hastened to indl- 
cate in the outset some of the most striking 


"phases of modern gkeptſciam. Thesa were 


found to consist in the general facis of thetr 
convergence nbout the questions of God, 
and aplrit, and immoartallty—qyestions vital 
and central to all religion. These facta are 
BO rermarknule in their character asto point 


to the genera! conclusion that our aġe must. 


in seme sense conatituta hn era in human 
thought. This fact, in ltself, is of such lim · 
portance an to call forth consideration; and 
tuis may also better prepare the way to 
deal with atill other queations to which we 
shall come. ~ 

It Is difficult, in any brief limits, to fall 
or justly characteriza apy age. The diifi- 
culty fa found in the fact that soclaty, Hie 
the seasons of our world, ia at no timetha 
---.-Henes we can only 
characterize a perlod in a general way. Wa 
can point out such prominent aod prevall- 
ing features as serve to distingulsh one nge 
of thought from another. , 

1 have referred to the favorita theory, or 
illastration, of muny writers, that the hu- 
man mind moves in-cycies, that “histo 
repeats iteeif;” niso that theso are aplral; 
et rum n3 well a9 circular. 

Lt-will_ hel make the matter plain by 
ating that those cycles of history describe‘ 
or move along ù fewelines, and relate to a 
few facta. Thesellnes are intellectual and 
morni; or we may call them reason and 
falth. They deal alwnys with a few ques 
tions, as self, the universe, and God: and 
they travel by the wa of a greater or lesa 
degree of liberty or despotisto, 

The subject will become plainor still 1f 
wo reflect upon the nature of these two 
powers in man. The intellect, the reason of 
muh, is the ponar that looks at truth; at 

Ila office in to investigate, to prove, 
to look Into the nature and reason of things. 
The moral nature of man, the spirit, 
the heart, is morea &entirnent, a feeling, a 
Ife, a love, and looks to conduct; to what 
la right. Tho nnture of the heart is to love, 
to trust; and faith, seating largely upon the 
nature and wants of tho soul, inclínea to 
hallow all that it loves. and to account as 
sacred and true all in which it trusts, or on 
which It resta, And with these thoughta 
in mind we can mlt see how, between 
theso.apparently conflicting puwers of the 
nature of man, there could Arise a conflict. 
And we can secalso how, in the life of tio ín 
dividual, there may be & passing from one 
state to the other, the reason ruling at one 
time and the heart af angther. And thus 
he might be said to describe a circle touch- 
ing these two extremes, or, as a pendulum, 
awung from one to the other. At er. 
treme would be the intellectual nass; at 
the other the moral; or we might call one 
faith, the other reason, And if, in the gen-

dations of even the moat common and aa 
cred bellefs, and frum the absence or the 
MRG of the apiritnal powers may not be 
able to bellove even when it dous not want 
to deny. Such an sge will be restive under 
reatralnta, and impatient and even defaut 
of the authority of the Bible or the dictum 
of church or pope. Buch ia our age. ~The 
head bas left the heart behind; reason has 
taken the place of falth, and the needful 
work of discarding past errors and supur- 
stitions (and they were thick as leaves in 
the forest) has so sot up the habit of dany- 
ing and discarding that they know not 
whera to stop. 

Again, our-age is one of materialism as 
against Spiritualism. , Tho spiritual ages 
were concerned about the nature of the 
soul, and about the world to came. They 
though more about dying than living-- 
more About the future thin the present. 
Matter often became an fudiferent thing. 
Even the body was an enemy ty be punisti- 
ed, Howto gotready to die/and not bow to 
live, was uppermost in thought. Etis nnt 
strange tha in such ages the world knew 
but little about matter: but ttle About 
geology,or astronomy, or the human ly. 
Beginning back in the fiftzeuth century 
men begun to study nature; to study the 
earth and the stars. and to seek for new 
continents, THe fleld has proved a much 
larger one and bas ylelded far greater results 
than could have been hoped for by the men 
of that day, The revalations have been 
simply marvelous, and the disclosurea 
have followed one upon another with 
almost bewildering rapidity. Insteud of 
the earth being the centre of Lue universe, 
gs was then thought, It has been prov- 
ed to be but a little satellita nf the sun; 
and the aun itself—then thought to bea 
ittie ball of light passing araon! the earth 
every twenty-four hours —ís found to be 
more than 1,390,000 larger than the earth. 
and this mighty sun Itself but one of mil- 
lions whose light requires ages to reach the 
littie grain of sand on which we spend our 
few years. Geology has turned the atronz 
leaves and read the long history of our 
earth, as revealed in strata and fossil. The 
way of life haa bean traced from radiate 
and mollusk all the war up toman. Chem. 
istry and natural philosophy haa gone far 
in revealing the secreta and lawaof matter; 
add all these atudies combined have dis- 
sipited the near mystery apd nuberztibion 
that hung about nature, and have resolved 


It all inte a vast and orderly system whose 


comings and goings aud worklogs may be 
understood and predicted ages in advance. 
It [s not strange that such an age should be 
infatuated over the results, end that in the 
first flush and excitement it should alfnhat 
forget that there is stich a thing as spirit 
and become so enchanted with the present 
as to forgep tbe future. 

Again, our age Is one of positiviam. This 
resulta from two causes. The test Is that, 
having seen theerrors of a too graat credul- 
ity, Et Is bent on avolding the same mistake. 
The second und deeper reason is found in 
tho natureof ite studies, and in the metuoda 
employed. Inthe old days, when mind was 
the great study, men wore busied in furm- 
lating its iawa; their studies were mainly 
within their own boads,and from these they 
projected systema of philosophy. Their 
method was introspective and deductive. 
When they began the’study of things, of the 
earth and the stare, they reversed the method. 
lustead of looking within they began to 


look witbont; they began to hunt up the 


facta, nod frum these to travel to conclus- 


jens. 
Their mothod cana to the inductive. 
And ther had to ose their senses first, 
their reflective powers afterward. Instead 
of beginnins with laws, aslothestady of 
mind, and making everything Üt the 
lawa, thoy had to find thelaws by Hr? finding 
the facts. And thus callitz sense perception. 
and observation into play they no: unnat: 
urally came to exalt these; and having té 
prove everythinz aa they went along. they 
naturally enough came to carry this method 
of proving things into every form of study, 
and tolook with distrust upon whatever 
conid not be brought uoderthese rigid con- 
Atlona. We have to look back to the phi. 
losophy of Bacon and Locke, and to trave! 
along with the patient, tolling acientiata 4 
they have wrought for sears !n their fal 
of truth, to understand why they ara so far 
away from the oid &ges of easy vellef, and 
why they hesitate so Jong abvat bellering 
what no one used to doubt Ir will not 
em £0 strange that scientists, busied with 
the seen, with the materia!, do not so easily 
Strange that 
they who, In ali their work find nature ao 
tine to berelt End mo orderly in all her 
«ayse£ond dificuity ln believing in the su- 
uraj: no: strange if they pat thelr 


own patient lessons of the carth’s genegis 


bythe genesis of Moses, and find that the 
interpretation the charch bas put upon the 
teres with the 
record of the rocks; that they should stand 
by the oldest writing—a sting Luat they 
know been om tbe reach of auy 
counterfeller's hand; even the “footprints” 
of God himself. ItiaBot straugetbat thee 
men, knowlog that all the heavenly bodies 
have beld sthadily on thair way, not - 
ing for thousands of years, sbonid hesi 
before Pie statane that the earth and the 


fact as that of reuson and materiatism, and 
the positive method which are already pres- 
ent. But these methods, when pressed on 
thelr own lines, and pressed to the exclu- 
gion of the soul's own methods and world 
—the methods and world when it meets and 
communes with the unseen and the divine 
tend to rellgioua negation. That is, these 
positive and material methods, such a4 ara 
used in the study of matter, can not solve 
the questions of the soul; can Dee veria ita 
exiatencé nor verify the existence of God. 
Theigtendency is in the otber direction: 
not go much that they disprove, or even 
arek Lo disprove the reality of spirit or of 
God, as in this; that they find ao much 
else, and, not fluding the coul or God, they 
suggest the thought that they are not to be 
found; und not being found, that possibly 
they are not, Or, in other words, the ma- 
terial and positive methods make a rule of 
tot belleving what fs nol known, ur what 
can nnt be proved, and these spiritual veri- 
tles—verit)es to the apirit—can not be de- 
rnonstrabed, can not be known, with the 
spirit fett vut or without Its ald. That 1s, 
zoe must use spirit in the; study of spirit. 
Jut that is juat the thing that the material 
and the positive methods do not want to do. 
They love reason aud demonstration, thoy 
helleve irí matter berause they can sse it 
and handle it, but they are distrastful of 
sentiment, of moral conviction, of love, or 
hope, or revelation, as foundations af be 
lief, And hence they say "We do not 
know." The position of this form of 
thought on religious matters Is agnostic; it 
is not knowing, and hence neltserof a post. 
tive bellef nor yet a positiva denial. There 
muy be a God; but we dont know it; there 
may be a soul, and a future life, but 
we dou't know It. And being an age 
of reason and not of faith, an age of 
believing only what is certainly known 
or demonstrable, the effect is about the 
same ns that of a positiva unbelief. It 
ls a dropping away, a want of lutefest, a 
sade a of power. And this, if I mistake 
hot, is about the position of these schwola 
of thought. They do nut care to Dzht for 
or against religion: but rather to leave It to 
the church to the preachers, as n kind 
of unknown and unknowable realen. suited 
to the nenti mental und the imaginative, bas 
not reducible to certuinty, and hence not Iu 
their line. 

You will perceive that I have given the 
whole evening te au effort to point out the 
place where our ugs stands in the great 
evolutions of thought, This zeamed neces- 
sary, or atleast fmportant. The reauit is, 
that we find our age to be ratlonatistic, 
material, positive, and [n matters of relig- 
iun asnogtie beyond what has been tharcase 
jn any past time The past can furnish ug 
parallel; and for the simple reason that the 
paat never stood where the present stands 
in point of extent and accuracy of know. 
edge in material things. Nor can we from 
the psst judge of tha effact of this stata of 
things, because sclenoe aver presented surcir 
&u array of names and results as now, and 
never commanded so large s hearing or 39 
great a confidence in its teachings. You 
will notice, further, that noting bas been 
said thus far, or very little, at most, in the 
way of argument, or even as a atatement, 
of the ground and facts of religious bellef, 
or of the position and tendencies of relig. 
fous thought in the church. These must be 
left for other discourses. And as the hour 
is now about spent, let us close with a few 
brief reflections. 

Aud first, the effect of the widespread ra. 
ticnalism and m of our day fa 
geen lo the increased worldiiness a To 
for wealth everywhere apparent, 
in the genera! apathy aod facr 
aiveness of which tha chi es B0 ly 
complain. H zay yf -great de- 
bominstlons of our dm/country are touch 
more than holding tbeir owo in actual 
members, And this, too, with their vast 
Qa nt &nd great wealth with which 

work. 

Anugther observation. and it may (seem 
strange to you after what has just been 


ald. is this: That lo point of real Juge 


and goodness I believe the worl 

farther along, aod higher In the scale, then 
ever before. Never was there o wych 
liberty, so much hutuanity,so ouch charity 
on earth as sow, Never before was there 
Euch general fotelligence, aud such vast 
fucliities fur labor, and auch posalblitigs of 
lern nz and commerce as at present. It 
ia a time of material and intellectual great, 
Benz that is uplifting all Lor us give aH 
[ust credit to reason aud atence. They are 
the f And cot the enemies, of Ip. 
And let this be said also. that the thinkers 
in the mojem sebouls of materialism acl 


-rationalism are working for the good and 
not the arm of the race. They have achier- 


ed certain great und helpful resuitz But 
this too. mut te remembered tha’ the great 
mora! and religions forces Lave not chased 
to work and ‘to be powerful factors for good ; 
acd it would bewo mock to claim for reason 
and scien alune all the glory of this great 
century. The real question is What wont 
society be with the heart. the sonl, the de- 
lief in Goi and immortality eft d 
what is to be the result of tut present 
Eupremacy.of ressa overt faith? - I do not

Lindsay thinks that the emotional element 
of worship ig more powerful in the dog, 
and certain other animals toward man, 
than in man toward any higher ob. 
jet He holds that many animals aza ful- 
ly sensible of moral merit and demerit, not 
auly in themselves, but in the men with 
whorn they confederate whethor in.tho com- 
mlsslon of crime or of good acts. He seems 
to prove that dogs can be trained to steal 


from third parties for the benefit of their 


owners and that when so trained they un- 
derstand as fully as Oliver Twist that the 
service thoy render to their masters is done 
at tho risk of incurring the condemnation 
of all others who may detect them. All the 
nections appropriate to particular states of 
emotion, such as laughing, playing, dunc-

are concerned, there ts no God.” This 
thought coming from a Bishop Is fur more 
radically "atheous" than any thought en- 
tertained by Thomas Paige, for the latter 


'| thought that tha phyale phenomena of the 


urivorse were and. must be accounted for 
by attributing tham to'a God. The Bishop, 
howover, falls back on the moral phenome- 
na of the worid ns proofa of the existence 
of a personal Delty. The' Bishop ís not 
nbove average minds in his proofs. For 
instance, he proves that it can not be that 
n dog or horne can have a will, because the 
Blahop can calculate how a dog or horae 
will act if he knows the conditions to which 
it fs subjected. But the Bishop knows from 
expertence that nobody could Caleulats how 
be (the Bishop) would act.

which JIeslone was bound to the rock, to be

'| ed In {Bont or Joppa in Pliny's time, und 


from thence the tones of tha whole were 
carried to Rome iu verlücution of the story. 
This shows that the storyfwas 11 local hea- 
then form of the moon myth as it was told 
by the Greoks In Joppa. The nume IIeslone 
ia probably the name Jonah with n Greek 
prefix, or rathor the root ion of the nume 
donnh fa the root of the Greek nantes, 
-fo (tho moon), ard Dlann, ote., which Hg - 
ure go largely in Greek mythology. The 
lGentifesation of the name Jonah with 10, 
and with Heslone, shows -that it ta tho 
moon myth of the Greeks and theflsh myth 
of all savages. Moreover the Greek soulp: 
ture of the whale which swallowed Healona 
was nckually used [n early. christian art aa 
the mode] of, and identical with the fish 
that swallowed Jonah. The numo Jounh is 
also the root of the Greek Ionlaus, a mari- 
time race of the Greeks conterlng near Jop- 
pu, (or Io. polls) which latter name doublicas 
means, through a famillar root, the city of 
tho Ionians. Wo need not remind the rond. 
er that tha soft sound of y given to tha let- 
ter Jin Jonah 18 a weatera barbarlam, that 
the name should be spelled ‘Iona, and thus 
spelled it is the Greek name of the moon 
nnd Joppa was tho city of the moon. Dur- 
ing the moon'a change from old to new it ia 
extinguished for threo days. This is*the 
&wallowing of Iona by the great fish, Nr. 
Tylor is clearly of the opinlon that the 
Greek myth, which was & form of the sun 
aud moon myth which had prevailed in a 
hundred tribes and languages, originnted 
the Biblo myth of Jonah, aud says that 
"had the bock of Jonah been lost In old 
timen and only recently recovered, it fa In- 
deed hardly likely that, suy other opinion 
than this would fag Boceptance among 
achoines.” Indeed given the Greek myth of 
Healone, sacrificed to n whale, and. reseued 
from, its belly by n hero who bacted there- 
in for Uhre’ days, nod It only needa to aub- 
stitute the Jewlah Iden of prayer to God, as 
tho rescuing power, for thé Greek iden of 
the lierolsm of Hercqjes. (for prayer, was 
the Hebrow wrestler As Hercules was the 


Greek) und lof the legend, whióh begins 


among the snyages of all na ationn and is per- 
fected among the Greeks naa myth, passes 
into the Jawigh records, by a slight ‘change 
ns a miracle, IItustrating the power of, pray- 
er, É o, ns a religions llo, to De believed by 
idiots like Goodwin an. n supernatural Inter- 
poaltion of Providence. Well may Puck 
exclaim, “What fools these mortals be,” and 
tha greateat of all fools are the Doctara of 
Divinity, who think they can tell what the 
Bible means without mastering any of the 
learning which Hes outside tha Bible. 


Christ and tt tho Wine. 


The temperance refarmers dave brought 
up B Enotty question for those who accept 
the divine infaitibility of Jeans. At the 
marriage feast he converted water Into wine, 
and that, when the guests wero already too

There Ia not a Doctor of Inity 
or oven Bunday school ignoramus of any 
grade who ever Imagines he can lay hin 
Unger on nuy text transferring. the obliga- 
tion of the fourth commandment früm 
Saturday whore the "God of the Jews“ 
placed it, to Bunday, which the practtce of 
the church began to hold ascred in tho 
second aud third century, out of deference 
tothelhenthealsm of the Greeks and Romans, 
from whom also they borrowed’ tho holy 
daya, Chrintmna and Faster. Jesus trod the 
Sohbath under foot. Pgul ctussifded It along 
with the obseryance of new moons ns One 
of tho "beggariy elementa of Judaism." Yet 
the orthodexy of Loulaellle demands, in 
the name of Jésus and Jehovah, that men 
shall stop working on tho day thot God bo- 
gun to work, Porauant to this demand the 
Muyor kas proceeded to atragt tavern-koap- 
ers, drug clarks, carriage drivéts; drig- 
ers, portera, hotel. clerks,-chamber-malds, 
ministers, cholr singers, sextons, newspaper 
publishers, and all whom he found guilty 
of making themselves of any Bervico to 
their fellow men, in any capacity, on the 
Sabbath day, Thin waa woli. The minis- 
tora of Christ especially ought to be errest- 
ed for demanding that u heathen day, sacred 
to the worship of the aun and of Jop 
should be abserved, while allowing the Holy 
Seventh Day, Saturday, Bacred to the wor- 
ship of Jehovah, to go unabserved. They 
‘alt know that thero la neither ordinance, 
"example nor precept, nut seven a hint, in 
ER Now Testament in favor of tho observ- 

nce df ona day above another, least of all 
n favor of observing the day sacral to a 
heathen god. Yet they will loalat in cram. 
ming that which they know to be Greek dnd 
Romnn heathenism down tie throaty of all 
American citizens without regard to faith 
or race, under pretence of maintaining 
christtaniby, Their real rangon fa that they 
hope in thia way to make the autside of n 
church so disagreeable and hot that people 
will iy to the insido; and In that way their 
congregations will bo jncreused. We will 
propose to them a plan worth ten of it, 
which they hayo never tried.

Materiallzatton—An Evening with Mra. 
Pickering. 


On tha evening of April 20th, I attended 
a circle at Mra. Pickering'a, 700 Tromont 


ntreet, Boston. Thora wore present, includ-- 


ing Mr. Pickering and another gentleman 
who had charge of the séance, eleven por- 
sons. The room in which the stanco was 
held, was in- the second atory, front room. 
Tho cabinet, if so simple an arrangement 
can be called such, [4 formed by a rod pass- 
ing &cross a corner of the room, enclos ng n 
triangular space, barely leaving room for 
the medium to sit comfortably in the chair;

The Power of Spirit over Matter. 


The folly of the.editer-at-large scheme has 
boon manifested in the pubilc assertion by 
Dr. Brittan, whom bis friends would put 
forward as the mouthpiece of Spirltuallsm, 
that it 1s impossible for a apirit to present 
himself In atapgible form. It is impoeel- 
ble, ho tells ut, because itis “Incompatible 
with the lawa of nature," How can any 
human being be qualilled to make Auch nn 
assertion as this, unless he knows not only 
all tho laws of nature, but whatever higher 
Jawa there may be that modify or supervane 
those laws? Lovltatlon scoma.a violation 
of tho lawn of gravitation until we realize 

thut o auperdenaunl force may ba exerted 
by an unsoen spirit, If spirit has a limited 
control over organized matter in the form 
of the buman body, If it can Influence the 
members af that body to strike a Blow, or 
to lift n wetght, how do we know tint a dig- 
embodted spirit, with enlarged powers, may 
not have guck-n control over mattgr-ua to 
mould turgibto forma at will? 

Experlence assures the great majority of 
studlous Spirituatiste that such a power 
over matter in really exerted by spielts: epir- 
Ita invisible to man in tholr inner essence, 
but able to reconstract the various forms 
they had nt different periods of the earth. 
Ute, aud thus to give some partial mesni of 
identification. One of tha earliest and most 
persistent of the phyaleal phénomean has | 
been the: manifestation of hands, visible 

and tangible. No experienced Bplritunilac 
will. we baljeve, deny that this phenomenon, 
ig thoroughly proved, nnd susceptible of 
dpily reiterated proof under proper condi. 
tions. Intelligent observers do not conclude 
that the hand thun presented is ^splrit ma- 
teriniized" in any other sense than this; it 
is an indication of the power of a Gnite apir-

Tho 
antagonists of thal day was an antegopism cf 
twenty years’ growth. Dike Chalmers nnd 
Chanolog, Theodora Parker felt from boyhood

The frat obfeat of na honorable writer ia 
to express the truth and to convey M, in lan- 
guage that will not be mizunderztoud in 
consequence of ita indefinite or variable 
meaning. . The expression, "Christian Bplr- 
itunliam,” Ia one of the most objectionable 
forma of loose phraseology, and one which 
Iwould carefully avoid, but forthe fact that 
it has already become current and has given 
rise to su much misconception n5 to ngceasi- 
tate an explanation. A 
` The word Chriatian ts commonly applied 
15 the churches ond creeda which deify 


Christ, and to ail followers of orthodox the- 
ology. In that sense it re a system 
essentially euperatitioua, hostila to human 


progress, and identifiedin its rer of 

een centuries with ad appallm Amount of 

geppuam: cruelty and bioodshed. Such a 
m, though it may be and has been ame- 

liorated by Spiritualism, is essentially fals», 

and therefore doomed to destruction, which 

is even now awiftly approaching. 

But this system claims to be founded on 
the teachings of Jesus Christ, and professes 
with gross inconsistency to remgnfze them 
us Christianity. It is certuinly a reasonable 
view. to regard the teachings of Jesus Christ 
as the proper embodiment and foundation 
of Christianlty, ang an these are radically 
antagonistic to the career, the principles 
and practices of Christlan churches, the 
question arises which is the more correct a 
plication of the term Christian, to apply it 
to the teachings of Jesus, or ta the institu- 
‘Hons and practices of hla followers. Tha 
former is the true original Christianity, the 
latter is nn mpostucy or perversion. To dis- 
ting them leet would cali the former 
primitic Christianity, and tbe latter Church 
Christlanity, or as aome concisely express 
it, "Ch rs Odd i 
Primitive Christianity is a noble form of 
Spiritual rel!gion, presented by the graudest 
oT inspired medlucos, and is the same relig- 
lon which is coming from heaven to-da 
the utmost freedom and beauty through in- 
numerable mediums. It may perhana be 
asked by some, why use the term "Chris 
, tian" at all, if it Jead to such confusion by 
ita opposite meanings? 

I reply thut une religion of Jesus cannot 
with propriety te ignored when we are ad. 
vocatipg the same principles of which be 
was the APR teacher and martyr. The

010 0 wo Bay, then, that 
God loves the world, and 12 holy, just and 
good, and then declara that he practices 
certaln crueities which are inconsistent 
with earthly ideas of Jove nud justice, we 
delfy crnsity. But this [s wrong; for God 
anys in his word, Abhor that which is evIL' 
This is the basis of my discourse this even- 
ing I nropose to study the state of Chris- 
tianity at the present time, with reference 
to thia doctrine of eterna! punishment. Is 
the church of to-day jn a state of deca 
denco? The opposite assertion is eloquent- 
ly made time and again, but many think it 
E mero w g to keep up the couraga— 
that there Is mora rese-water than arith- 
metie about these declarations. There is 
nothing really anti-scriptural or shocking 
In the assertion that the church Is decay- 
ing. Decay can only happen to that which 
is unsound, It follows that decadence la 
only riddance of error; such, in my opinion, 
ib the state of tunpa at the present time.

us discuss this question from thestand- 
point of BiU!e love and Justice. If a man 
were to keep s fellow-being allve a year for 
the sole purpose of torture, we would cry 
aloud at bis cruelty; yet we bear it said of 
God that he will eternally keen the majori- 
ty of the human race in torment. We say 
that he fore-urdalned men for torture--and 
that lie ís infinitely good. Men will say, 
then give us wickedness instead of God.
